GET SALARY RAISE 


Twenty-one employes ot Iho Grand 


Rapids poslolllco wore given 
some- 


thing to bo thankful for 
this year 


whon word camo to Postmaster R, L. 
Nash from the 
department 
stating 


that there would bo a general 
ad- 


vance In tho pay of tho postal em- 
ployes who woro drawing less Ihan 
$2400 por yoar. 
Tho raise at't'octs 


every employe in Iho olflc with tho 
exception of tha Postmaster himself, 
whouo salary for tho present will ro- 
maln at tho former figure. The raise 
varies from $125 in some cases 
to 


$200 por yoar for others. 
Tho lo- 


tal raise will moan an 
advance 
ot 


about $4,000 in tho salaries of tho 
twenty-one employes hero. 
Tho ad- 


vance look effect July 
first, 
1919, 


which moans that there will bo some 
nice back pay checks. 


Tho rural carriers camo in for tho 


heaviest average 'on 
tho 
advance 


whon the figures' showed that each 
of tho eight rural' carriers who take 
the mail to' the country surrounding 
Grand Rapids were advanced 
$200 


apiece for tho year. 
The rural car- 


rier pay varied In different cases de- 
pending somewhat on the length of 
service and olher qualifications. 
Tha 


pay undor Ihe 
now schedule 
will 


range from $1590 to $1820 per year. 


Tho city carriers wore next In lino 


on tho advance tholr pay being ad- 
vanced to $15DO by the raise. 
Most 


ot Iho five'clly carriers wore draw- 
ing In the neighborhood of 
$1400 


botore tho now schedule wont Into 
effect. 
The'salary advance in, tholr 


case averaged about 
$150. 
Seven 


clerks in the postoflicc fared about 
tho same as tho city carriers, their 
raise averaging $150 per year. 


Substitutes wore advanced in pay 


fifty percent, tholr forty cenl an hour 
schedule raiso to slxly 
cents 
per 


hour. 
This will raise the salary of 


tho local substitutes $400 por year 
but as the subsltlutes generally work 
only certain parts of tho year as a 
class they will nol average as heavl- 
,y as tho rural carriers. 


Tho now advance in pay 1s 
the 


outgrowth of tho meetings held at 
Milwaukee and St, Paul by the post- 
masters arid representatives of Con- 


ross Postmaster Nash stated Tues- 


day. 


"Wo asked that tho men drawing 


salaries undor $2400 por year 
be 


glvon immediate relief," Mr. Nash 
slatdd, "and figured Ihat the 
men 


who I were paid over that figure could 
got along until a revision in tho pay 
schedule was completed." 


Tho now pay schedule is effective 


from July 1st, 1919, to July 1, 1920, 
after which thoro will bo a complete 
revision o£ the pay. 
It is expected 


that tho Postmasters will come in for 
an advance at that time if not before, 
as tho department 
recognizes 
tho 


lact that tholr salaries must bo ad- 
vanced to moot tho Increased cost of 
living, 


Tho raise In pay at this time Is a 


;oneral raise, not based upon quali- 
fications of tho Individual nor upon 
tho length of service. 
It is purely a

employes must bo paid more to meet

Miners' Demands Would Mean 


In Dollars and Cents. 


St. Louis, Nov. 20.—-V 12-month nr- 


mlstice between capital and labor, dur- 
ing which present working conditions 
would exist and a thrift and produc- 
tion cumpnie" to restore industrial 
trunciullllty, were advocated by Allen 
Wnllcer of. the Guaranty Trust com- 
pany of New York at the American 
Mining congress convention here. 


A commission In each state, com- 


posed nt one representative of capi- 
tal, one of labor, one of state, and two 
of the public, preferably educational- 
ists, with power to standardize wages 
and ensuing adjustments, and aa iden- 
tical national commission, with author- 
ity to act ns the last court of appeal, 
was suggested by Mr. Walker. 


"Such an armistice should be real, 


no lockout or strike during that time, 
both capital and labor pledging in ad- 
vance to abide by the rulings of the 
national commission," he said. 


"The ruling passion is extravagance, 


supplemented by a common determina- 
tion to do as little as possible for as 
much as it Is possible to get by fair 
or unfair means." 


Union methods have drifted 
from 


honest effort at collective bargaining 
to an orgnni'/.t>d labor autocracy that 
has placed a premium ou inefficiency, 
according to a telegram from Harry 
N. Taylor of Chicago, president of the 
National Coal association. 


"No more- vicious attempt nt delib- 


erate profiteering could be forced upon 
the public," the telegram from Wash- 
ington said, "than this demand by 
radicals ofliclals of the United Mine 
Workers in demanding an Increase of 
00 per cent on the present eight-hour 
scale and then proposing to work only- 
si six-hour day for five days a week 
for the increased daily rate. 


"An example of what this demand 


means: The price now paid for com- 
mon underground labor, such as driv- 
ing a mule and shoveling rock, is $5 
for eight hours, or (>2V2 cents an hour. 
This, plus 00 per cent, would make $8 
for the six-hour day. or live hours' nc- 
timl work, or $1.CO an hour, or 150 
per cent advance. 


"For work on a Saturday or holiday 


it would be double time, or $.1.6 a day, 
or $3.20 an hour, for the actual hours 
worked, or an advance of 142 per 
cent."

peace with Germany was rejected by 
the senate. On the final vote taken 
on the Lodge resolution ratification 
was refused by the vote of 43 to 51. 


The senate then adjourned sine die 


and, the house having taken similar 
action earlier in the day, the extra 
session called by President Wilson to 
consider the treaty came to an end. 


Under the parliamentary maneuver- 


ing of the Republican majority the 
treaty was forced into such a situa- 
tion that it cannot be again consid- 
ered 
unless 
the 
president 
should 


choose to resubmlt it to the senate nt 
the session which opens December 1. 


If resubmitted, it will again go to 


the foreign relations committee, where 
in all probability it will be held for a 
long time while railroad 
legislation 


and other matters are being consid- 
ered. 


Peace Resolution Introduced. 


In the meantime, to meet the situa- 


tion brought about by rejection of the 
treaty, Senator Lodge Introduced just 
before adjournment a concurrent res- 
olution declaring the war with Ger- 
many at an end. 


This resolution will be taken up at 


the beginning of the new session and 
probably passed. 


The defeat of the treaty was brought 


about by the votes of 43 Democratic 
and 13 Republican senators. 
The Re- 


publicans who voted against ratifica- 
tion were senators who have been 
from the very outset of the treaty 
fight against the document. All of the 
Democrats except 
Senator Reed of 


Missouri were friends of the treaty, 
but yielded to the request of President 
Wilson for rejection of the Lodge res- 
olution because of the 
reservations 


which it contained. 


The Republicans who voted against 


ratification were: 
Senators Borah, Brandegee, Fernald. 


France, Gronrm, Johnson of Califor- 
nia, Knox, La Follette, McCormick. 
Moses, Norris, Poindexter and Sher- 
man. 
Democrats who declined to obey the 


Instructions of the president and voted 
for rarificaWon were Senators Gore, 
Myers, Owen and Pomerene. 


Ratification 
of the peace 
treaty, 


with the reservations framed by the 
Republican majority and objected to 
by President Wilson, was voted down 
In the senate earlier in the evening, 
with the administration senators lin- 
ing up solidly against it. 


The result was to place the treaty 


in a par!i*uientnry status, which its 
enemies said amounted at least tem- 
porarily to rejection. Its friends, how- 
ever, had hopes of reviving it at an- 
other session of .congress. 


The 
ratification 
resolution, which 


would have required a two-thirds ma- 
jority for adoption, mustered only .'W 
votes to 50 against it. Its supporters 
were 35 Republicans, 4 Democrats, 
and its opponents 13 Republicans and 
42 Democrats. 


A Democratic move to have the 


treaty referred to a concilation com- 
mittee composed of Democrats and 
Republicans was defeated. 


Way Clear for Compromise. 


The vote cleared the way for the 


consideration of possible compromise 
proposals acceptable to the majority 
of the Democrats and the mild reser- 
vation group of Republicans. 


Republicans against adoption were: 


Borah, Brandegee. Fernald, 
France, 


Gronna, Johnson of California, Knox, 
La Follette. McCormick. Moses, Nor- 
ris Poindexter and Sherman. 


In order to put the treaty into a 


parliamentary 
situation where

at compromise the senate then voted 
to reconsider its action. The motion 
was made by Senator Reed, Democrat, 
Missouri, and was adopted by the 
vote of the Democrats and mild reser- 
vation Republicans.

Neither Is it merely a reflection of a 
temporary decrease in railroad traffic 
during the months 
of 
readjustment 


following the armistice. 
On the con- 


trary, it is the result of years of or- 
ganized effort, of perseverance in the 
face of difficulty and indifference, and 
it is only the forerunner of what those 
behind the movement confidently ex- 
pect to accomplish. 


The safety-first movement, which 


had grown in a few years to be an 


important Item In the program of practically every railroad in the country, 
has been encouraged and developed by the United States railroad administra- 
tion, tu the various districts, or "regions" as they are called, Into which the

order that they might be heard detlnlte distances 
through clay, shall,' and coal, as well us to do- 


termlne Iho distances at which the shock waves 
resulting from tho discharge of various explosives 
could 
Ins hoard. 
A brief Investigation of 
the 


factors Inlluenclng the transfer of energy from n 
mining tool to tho clay and coal wore also made In 
order that recommendations could bo made as to 
the lype of mining machine which could bo used 
to accomplish Ihe most work with tho least noise. 


In this conned Ion It was found that sounds 


wero ininsmlltoil only about hull! as far In clay 
as In shah; strata and about one-quarter as far In 
clay as In coal. To give some Idea of the sensi- 
tiveness of tho Instrument It may bo said that 
pounding with a pick on the bituminous coal can 
bo detected for a distance of- 000 feet, and tho 
direction determined, and that pounding with a 
sledge can bo hoard as-far as T.150 feet. Thoso 
measurements were linido In Ihe I'lttshnrgli coal 
seam In Ihe vlclnlly of I'ltlsbui'gh, whom the coal 
Is somewhat harder than In.most other bituminous 
coal beds. 
Tho explosion of a ono-ounce charge 


of dynamite was delected a distance of over 2,000 
fuel through tho shale strata. 


Sound Telia tho Implement. 


Ono Interesting feature of tho Instrument Is 


that the sound transmitted to tfjio ear Is charac- 
teristic of the Implement producing tho sound. To 
Illustrate: 
Twelve 
mining 
and 
carpentering 


operations were carried out on tho coal rib, 
An 


engineer of the bureau of mines who had never 
used tho geophone and who did not know what 
tools were to lie operated was able to recognize 
and name nlno of tho implements at a distance of 
several hundred feet through tho strata. 
Tho 


other three sounds wore accurately described, but 
the lools were not. identified, 


Now that tho war Is over, Iho bureau has turned 


to the development of tho Instruments for penco- 
time uses. For ono thing, It Is believed that they 
will be of great value to mlno-rescuo crews who 
may be entering mines for exploration and to 
locate miners who imiy have been entombed after 
a dlsasler. The tests so far made In the vicinity 
of Pittsburgh show that a man pounding on tho 
coal rib with a pick, piece of timber or sledge can 
be detccled and located from a point COO to 1,200 
feet (llslant. This distance depends greatly on the 
character of coal upon which tho man is pounding, 
and Intervening rooms and entries seem to have 
surprisingly l i t t l e effect upon the distance or the 
determination of direction. 


rounding with a sledge can be beard from 200 


to !10l) feel through the mini! cover, depending 
upon Ihe quietness ot tho day outside, since any 
wind greatly Interferes with tho successful opera- 
tion of tho Instruments. It will at once be seen 
that when mines art! not too deep they can he 
"explored" from tho surface and It will thus bo 
possible to find and locate a miner who Is pound- 
ing, 
At the experimental mine In Brucfiton, Pii,, 


a man has frequently boon located through 140 
foot of cover within 50 feet of tho exact point 
whero he was pounding. 


A study Is also being made of tho distances that 


pounding on rails and pipes can bo heard. Sluco 
raits are generally burled In the earliv or dust In 
the entries of a mine, and since this dust dampens 
the transmission o!! the sound, Iho sounds are not 
transmitted very well. The same Is true oC pipe 
lines. 
However, If tho pipe linos are not burled, 


but are laid on blocks imd ties, the pounding can 
bo heard great distances, 
So far no lines have 


been found long enough to show the limit of the 
geophono. It Is known, however, that the nuked 
cur can get sounds farther than 2,000 feet. 


Used to Guide Tunnel Work. 


In mottil mines expensive surveys have some- 


times to lie made In order that tho approaching 
tunnel headings may bo | brought together ac- 
curately. 
Since direction can bo determined so 


well with the Reophones, It Is thought that they 
can be used to guide such work. 
It would only 


be necessary to go Into each heading and locate 
tho direction from which pounding In the other 
heading was coming. 


Observations made In ft metal mine rocently 


showed that direction can be determined much 
more easily In rock than In coal. This is prob- 
ably due to the fact that there Is somo reverbera- 
tion to Ihe sound from a hummer blow on coal, 
while on stone the sound Is clean cut. It so hap- 
pened that in this mlno a raise was being driven , 
up, about six or eight feet distant from a shaft. 
Observations were mndo In the drift ot tho sound 


from tho drill In the ralso 
and a point located on the 
side of the ,,drlft behind 
which 
the 
drill 
In 
the 


raise was .apparently op- 
erating. The survey mark 
was then ascertained to' 
be from two and one-halt 
to three feet to the right 
of 
thla 
mark, 
A 
drill 


set up and operated nt the survey mark did not 
break through Into tho drift, whereas a hole 
drilled at the point In tho drift located by the 
goophones reached tho raise and proved tho geo- 
phono observation to have been correct within a 
1'ow Inches. 


It Is also thought the Instruments will be of 


great vnluo in preventing accidents from explo- 
sions when breaking through. In this connection 
an Interesting Incident happened recently. Obser- 
vations wore being made at a tunnel heading. The 
pit boss happened along and asked to lie allowed 
to listen. 
He put the earpieces In his ears and 


remarked: 
"Mack Is tamping a charge and we'd 


bettor move away." 
Ho spoke as naturally us 


ho would have done had ho been watching Mack, 
and It Is quite evident that be did not routine that 
the sound was coming through BOO feet of coal, 
otherwise ho would not have given the warning. 


Observations were made recently of. a mlno tiro 


burning from 20 to 40 feet below the surface. A 
low rumbling nnlso could bo heard as It air svero 
being drawn In along crevices, and occasionally 
sounds could bo heard from the snapping and 
falling of pieces of coal or rock. As well as con 
be delermlniHl, the fire area was accurately located), 
but owing to the fact that tho flro could not bu 
approached from Inside, the data could not be- 
checked nbwlntoly. It Is Interesting to note that 
similar sounds could bo hoard from only one' point 
on the Inside of the mine und that point was the 
ono nearest the area as located on tho surface. 


In addition to tho uses enumerated, an engineer 


of the bureau has discovered that the Instruments 
can 
be 
employed 
advantageously 
In 
locating 


knocks In automobile valves .und cylinders, 
For 


this purpose It Is best to mount tho Instrument on 
a short Iron rod that can bo easily Inserted In tho 
machinery, 
Not only can a troublesome cylinder 


bo located In this manner, but tho trouble area 
In tho cylinder ulso can be found.

models are not lacking In valuable 
suggestions, though the French and 
American designers ore not always in 
accord on this point as Is the case on 
a number oi' others, observes a promi- 
nent fashion correspondent. 


While embroidery Is 'still one of the 


ohlo£ standbys of the American maker 
It appears to be distinctly on the wane 
with the French.
